The UN" 
Vindicated ~ 


Tue past six weeks have been 
enough te vindicate the notion of a UN 
before even its most bitter critics. During 
those days and nights when the whole 
world stood breathless on the brink of 
atomic warfare, there was one slender hope 
to which we clung—a thread, at that—but 
there was no other. And as we kept our 
ears cocked close to the radio, we heard 
speaker after speaker, the best minds of our 
race, mount the rostrum and denounce 
barbarism with impassioned eloquence. The 
white glare of world publicity beat down 
with relentless candor on the shabby ligs 
and improvisations, the transparent du- 
plicity of political knavery—for it was not 
just America listening, but the whole 
world. The oratory washed through the 
iron and the bamboo curtain and was 
picked up on millions of receivers in every 
corner of the globe. 

As we suddenly saw in those moments 
of crisis, here was a forum in which at 
least lip-service must be paid to the Law 
of Humanity. Even the gangsters were un- 
nerved and compelled to delve into brief- 
eases and scramble among their papers in 
a futile effort to justify and rationalize the 
unnatural. : 

To the everlasting credit of the UN, 
aggression was once halted in Korea: 
clumsily, slowly, but none the less effect- 
ively, the wheels of warfare ground to a 
standstill and Communism was stopped. 
Syngman Rhee presides over a patch of 
freedom. He can thank the UN. 

Again, the complicated tensions in the 
Middle East have been checked in their 
bloody resolution. A major war has been 
averted, at least for the present. But if it 
were not for the UN, who can tell what dis- 
mal catastrophe would have befallen civili- 
zation. 
Jt is true that the UN should have sent 
a police force into Hungary as well as into 
Egypt. But if the UN did not take such 
action, all the world knows the reason why. 
It is because Communist Russia does not 
respect the Law of Humanity, while—as all 
the world can clearly see—England, France, 
and Israel do. It is the business of the UN 
not to incite war but to promote peace. The 
UN calculates, strains and stresses and 
brings as much pressure to bear as it 
thinks the interested nations will tolerate. 
Beyond that it cannot go. But the reactions 
of interested nations to UN decisions are 
spotlighted and evaluated in the world 
community. And in this present impasse, 
the UN is the custodian of humanity’s con- 
science as never before. 

We were proud of Mr. Lodge’s perfor- 
mance, proud of Mr, Eisenhower for his in- 
sistence on working within the framework 
of the UN. By cleaving to principle over 
expediency in showing our disapproval of 
England’s and France’s diplomacy (or lack 
of it), we are now beyond all doubt the 
moral leaders of the world.

An American retired several 
years ago and went to Greece. There, 
through the use of the skills which 
he had developed throughout his life, 
he made a vital contribution to the 
improvement of agriculture in that 
ancient land. He was practicing love 
of neighbor—a good lesson to know 
and an even better one to live by. It 
is possible to learn many things which 
may not be of use to us or to others: 
to have learned love of neighbor is 
to be in a position to enrich the lives 
of ‘all who come into contact with us. 


From the first months of life, 
every child should know how he 
depends on others. The lesson can be 
learned from everything in the home. 
Think of a glass of milk. It is kept in 
an ice box, processed in a creamery, 
transported there from a farm which 
may be half way across the state. 
Many persons have done their work 
well for that drink to arrive in a fresh 
and safe condition at your dinner 
table. 


It may seem only a childish com- 
plaint when the small one says, “I 
don’t like school!” That can hurt the 
feelings of a large corps of people: 
teachers, maintenance personnel, tax- 
payers and city officials who are all 
interested in the child. As a further 
example, most people can sleep with- 
out anxiety because of policemen and 
firemen on duty nearby and military 
manpower ranged round the world. 
Or again, the vegetables on the table 
is the handiwork of American farm- 
ers, coffee comes from the continent

produce cocoa. The world works to 
provide a meal of only a few foods. 


fs HIS is the challenge to anyone 
who announces that “he is going to 
live his own life.” Brother’s state- 
ment sounds no better when sister says 
it. (The projected inter-space runs to 
the other planets may give such sour 
pecple opportunities never open to 
them before.) “Living my own life” 
could mean exposure to the elements 
until the rebel had grown, processed, 
and tailored what is necessary for per- 
sonal wear. It could mean living out 
of doors until he made some kind of 
crude shelter, with no assistance from 
anyone else. Think of how many peo- 
ple are involved in producing even a 
small house, a large apartment build- 
ing, or a downtown office center. So 
often the declaration about living one’s 
own life is a thin cover for the crud- 
est kind of selfishness. It really means 
that the very young speaker is ignor- 
ing all debts, all responsibilities, all 
acknowledgement of dependence on 
others. In this sense it is the worst 
kind of immaturity. How often a child 
is out-of-sorts with the universe. 

“There is a tragic finality about 
childhood,” according to a famous psy- 
chiatrist. Soon after leaving the ma- 
ternity ward Junior should meet the 
rest of the family and learn about their 
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rights. Only a little later, lessons 


should follow about the rights of the . 


other men and women sharing this 
interesting planet with him. The oc- 
cupational hazards of parenthood com- 
pel mother and father to face a self- 
centered little child whom they are to 
socialize, or better Christianize. How- 
ever hard a child is to teach, however 
violently or long he may resist the 
lesson, success does come. That feel- 
ing of selfishness has to be bred out 
of the child early, and love of neighbor 
must replace it. 


Au of this is, of course, closely 
tied to religion. Religion means love 
of God and love of neighbor for the 
love of God. St. John denies that any- 
one can love God (Who cannot be 
seen) while not loving the neighbor 
(who can be seen). The point is sig- 
nificant because so many people can- 
not see neighbors or their needs. 

St. Paul holds that we are not our 
own. Gifts in anyone’s possession are 
not solely for the pleasure of that for- 
tunate person. It seems to be part of 
Christian teaching that people must 
pour themselves out for the good of 
others, as Christ has done; as all His 
saints have done. One man confesses 
that until he had an accident he was 
interested only in making money. (He 
was really piling it up.) He had a 


First Sunday of Advent 


WAITING FOR THE LORD 


By some external characteris- 
tics of the liturgy of Advent we 
might be induced to compare-this time 
to Lent. Just like during the forty 
days before Easter the priest is vested 
in purple, and when he sings High 
Mass, the organ remains silent. This 
is, however, only a superficial like- 
ness. Advent is not, in the same sense 
as Lent, a time of penance. The main 
theme of the liturgy during this period 
is that of our waiting for the coming 
of the Lord. The Church invites us to 
prepare ourselves joyfully for the 
feast of Christmas. 

And yet we listen to the teaching 
of the Church in her liturgy the joy 
of this anticipation is blended with 
a kind of sorrow. For, as we find it 
expressed in many a prayer and 
scriptural lesson during this time, our 
waiting for the feast of Christ’s nativ- 
ity is interwoven with our longing for 
His Second Coming, His return on the 
Last Day. It is true, this is a sadness 
which does not lessen the splendor 
of the Coming fast, just like a more 
sombre bass part does not drown out 
the joyful tune of a Christmas hymn. 
Nevertheless, it is there. And if we 
want to understand the real piety of 
the Church, we have to make sure 
what this element means to us. 

Frankly, we are somewhat puz- 
zled by this stress the liturgy puts 
upon the Second Coming of the Lord. 
Whenever we recite the Creed, we 
confess readily oun belief that Christ 
Our Lord “shall come to judge the 
living and the dead.” But rarely do we 
give to this Article of Faith a place 
in our thoughts.

It is frightful to encounter a touch-me- 
not, high and mighty attitude among Cath- 
olics. I recall asking a Sister superior of a 
girls’ college if she would permit some of 
her students to help out in a slum project 
I was. involved in. “My dear Father,” she 
gasped, “we are educating our girls away 
from that type of thing, not towards it.” 
I said I understood but I did not. Nor can 
I understand any attitude of condescending 
pity I so often see among Catholics towards 
people of other faiths. So many of us look 
upon them as viciously infertor people. I 
have also known those who change parish- 
es that they might not have to assist at 
Mass with someone they know to be a sin- 
ner. If a sinner has no right at Mass, then 
who does? If a sinner has not a right to 
our love, then who has? 


How many of our Catholic youth of 
talent and desire have been held back from 
professions where their presence is needed 
because they have been brow-beaten at 
home and at school about the dangers of 
losing their faith? There are more ways 
than one of losing our faith. A mother once 
came to me in a great dither. Her daughter 
wanted to be a social worker. Would I 
please try and stop her? As it turned out I 
encouraged her to go on with her plans. 
It is a tempting field for the witness of 
Christ. The same is true of politics, the 
field of labor organization, and of journ- 
alism and communications in general. This 
is where love must transform; for here peo- 
ple are involved in great numbers. For 
these our youth with the necessary qualities 
ought to be trained. If we are going to sanc- 
tify the world we will have to take the 
blinkers off love. When the door of a light- 
ed room opens on a dark corridor, the dark 
does not come in but the light goes out.

(Continued from page 1) of that event is 
our vision of the greatness of the completed 
work, not only in its culmination on the 
Last Day, but in the whole “Plan of Sal- 
vation” which God set up from eternity and 
is still unfolding before us. In the very 
means by which God “refashions the body 
of our lowliness, conforming it to the body 
of His: glory,” we see the wisdom, the 
power, the beauty, and the loving-kindness 
of God’s plan. 

In the way He. prepared men for 
Christ’s first coming, as we think about it 
during Advent, we see the divine artistry 
at work, illuminating the pages of history 
with magnificent pictures and tokens of the 
coming Salvation: rescue from the flood, 
from Egypt and the Red Sea, from the de- 
vouring legions of Sennacherib and other 
enemies of God’s people. We read the 
frightening and at the same tjme consoling 
visions of the prophets, knowing that they 
apply to ourselves as well as to Juda and 
Israel. That final coming which will bring 
the lion to lie down with the lamb is not 
yet realized. Meanwhile, tremendous phy- 
sical evils engulf the earth in consequence 
of human greed and selfishness. Yet ulti- 
mately, as the prophets promise, there shall 
come the reign of peace. 

Above all, we see the magnificent 
working of God’s plan in Christ’s passion, 
death, resurrection and ascension. Finally 
we see it in the means He chose for con- 
tinuing His kingdom of grace, to bring to 
completion the work He began in His life- 
time. In His holy Liturgy, He applies to 
us the very graces which He merited for 
us by His birth, death, resurrection and 
ascension. He became man in order to 
make man like God, and the Sacraments 
and the Mass are His chosen means for this 
re-fashioning. It is through these that we 
receive the power to think the thoughts that 
Christ thinks, to love the things He loves, 
and to do the things He does, not by our 
power, but by His divine power. 

Filled with this power, we His mem- 
bers, go out in turn to cooperate with Him 
in the refashioning of ourselves and of so- 
ciety, to “restore all things in Christ.” 


Christ sends us out from the Mass to help 


Him complete His kingdom of grace, by 
being, each in his own way, a bearer of 
grace. That is what it means to be citizens 
of a kingdom of grace. That is all our 
wealth, the one thing worth all our striving. 
For grace is none other than Christ’s 
coming to us, refashioning us until we are 
capable of receiving Him in His gloriosu 
coming. 

If longing for that glorious coming is 
the motivation of all our effort, we shall 
be always looking for Him, and rejoicing 
to find Him coming to us in so many ways 
even now—in His liturgy, in His personal 
inspirations, in His needy brethren, in the 
tasks which are clearly His will for us. It 
is thus that we shall be prepared for His 
final coming, when we have learned to 


know and love Him in all His comings,

death, and at the world’s end, a with

every parish! Yt would 
not only stimulate the 
missionary zeal of every 
Catholic but would also 
deepen his appreciation 
of his own faith and help 
him cling to it till death. 

“To be a Catholic,” de- 
clared Pope Pius XII, 
“means to be a mission- 
ary.” Judged by this cri- 
terion, how many Catho- 
lics are worthy of the 
name? Regular attendance 
at Mass and the dropping 
of an offering in the 
collection box are not 
enough. They must be 
supplemented with flam- 
ing zeal, with a determin- 
ation to extend Christ’s 
kingdom among the souls 
of our churchless friends. 

This missionary spirit 
is what is most needed 
in Catholics today. It 
must be rekindled if we 
are to make any appreci- 
able progress in the div- 
inely appointed task of 
winning the churchless 
millions for Christ. “I am 
come,” said Christ, “to 
cast fire on the earth: and 
what will I, but that it be 
kindled?” When that di- 
vine fire is kindled in 
Catholics, they are no 
longer satisfied to be 
merely passive recipients 
of the benefits of religion. 
They want to be active 
sharers of them, chan- 
nels of God’s grace and 
winners of souls _ for 
Christ. 

In the pronouncements 
and writings of our recent 
pontiffs no appeal has 
been sounded more fre- 
quently than the appeal 
for the “lay apostolate” 
and for “Catholic Action.” 
This is simply an appeal 
for our laity to become 
apostles and missionaries 
for Christ. “The appeal 
for the lay apostolate,” 
explained Cardinal Gra- 
cias at the Congress of 
Lay Apostles, “is the re- 
storation of the apostolic 
sense in the Christian 
soul.” This means that 
every Christian must rea- 
lize that he is called by 
Christ to be an apostle, 
and he must therefore do 
the work of an apostle. 

In the dioceses which 
have launched Crusades 


for Souls, bishops and 


priests have remarked 
upon the deeper appreci- 
ation of their faith mani- 
fested by the laity as a 
result of their missionary 
work. “If the canvassers 
didn’t succeed in recruit- 
ing a single person for the 
Information Forums,” re- 
marked Bishop Buddy of 
San Diego, “the crusade 
would more than have 
justified the time and ef- 
fort expended because it 
has deepened their appre- 
ciation and their love of 
their holy faith and great- 
ly increased their zeal to 
spread it.”

Know Your Neighbors 


In Central Africa 4,000 
feet above sea level and just 
at the equator, is a place 
called Uganda. Millions of 
dark-skinned people live 
here. There are so many 
tribes of these people that to 
print all the names would. 
take many, many pages. If 

ou have a map of Africa, 
ook up Uganda. Isn't it 
amazing that such a small 
part of the world can hold 
nearly four million people? 

Among the many tribes of 
Uganda, live the people call- 
ed the Buganda. The Bugan- 
da of Uganda! Doesn’t that ° 
sound musical? The Buganda 
are found on the opposite 
side of Lake Victoria which 
is one of the largest lakes in 
the whole world. They are a 
settled people and live in. 
villages and towns. Each 
large group of families is 
called a clan. Each clan is 
governed by a _ chief who 
chooses a king. Together they 
make the laws for a way of 
life in Uganda.

else north of the Alps. 

Of course, Columba and 
the others preached to the 
people about Jesus, and it 
was not very long before the 
whole race of people who

are built of wooden poles 
and have thatched roofs and 
sides. These people eat plan- 
tain mush which is made 
from a variety of banana. 
They very rarely eat meat. 
The Buganda who live along 
the lake shores eat fish. They 
catch hundreds of fish in 
nets that they fashion out 
of the stems of the papyrus 
plant. 

The Buganda are fine boat 
builders. They make small 
canoes that will hold from 
four to ten men and they 
make great canoes that will 
hold as many as 50 men! The 
women of this tribe do the 
gardening. Each wife has her 
own garden where she grows 
corn, yams, spinach and to- 
matoes. Since Uganda is just 
at the equator, everything 
grows fast there. The sun 
shines year ’round and it is 
always warm in the daytime. 
Because there is no winter 
season, the farmers of the 
Buganda tribe get two crops 
each year. These farmers 
have many herds of goats, 
but only a few have hens 
which are kept for feasts. 

The Buganda love to dance 
and play the madinda. (It is 
fun to say this word out 
loud.) The madinda is a xy- 
lophone made by the people 
of Uganda. What a wonder- 
ful time they have! The 
young men make masks out 
of banana leaves and cut 
holes for their eyes and 
mouths. The band plays and 
the Buganda dance. The band 
is made up of drums, harps 
and fifes. 

The Buganda are more ad- 
vanced than some of the oth- 
er tribes of Central Africa. 
They do not rely on nature 
alone for their food. They 
raise animals and _ crops. 
Their. clothing is made from 
bark cut from fig trees and 
pounded into cloth. The Bu- 
ganda have learned to make 
things of metal, too. The 
ironmakers have hammered 
out ax heads, chains and 
many other articles. They 
sell these hand made things 
at the market along with 
mats and rugs which they 
make out of palms and reeds,

T HE other process is encouraging 
young people to be non-conformists: That 
is to get them to adopt unusual manners, 
dress, habits or customs. Here is where 
the so-called innocent “fad” comes back 
into the picture (see this cokimn, Nov. 11, 
56). 

It is manifested in any number of ways 
such as the duck-tail, “bikini,” jeans, vari- 
ous feminine hair-dos, choice of entertain- 
ment (rock ’n roll), bop-talk, etc. 

This appeals to those who like to be 
known among their friendships as a free- 
wheeling, fun-loving crowd who hate tra- 
ditions and any semblance of discipline. 

But the net result is that they are 
conforming anyway. They are addicted to 
a set of rules which call for being as wild 
as one can get. Furthermore to depart from 
the spirit of these rules is to incur the scorn 
of friends who hurl the charge of “chicken” 
at the first sign of “weakening.” 

In this way, many of our youth while 
appearing to be non-conformists and “in- 
dividualists” are actually conformists of the 
first order, afraid of their very lives if they 
do not “dare to be different.” 

What has actually happened is a dia- 
bolical “now you see it—now you don’t” 
switch. You are persuaded to conform even 
though you don’t conform... Your mind has 
been conditioned to accepting a thing as 
true and not true at one and the same time. 
You may now go ahead on the principle 
that black is white and white is black—at 
the same time. 

Mr. Hunter mentions many other such 
interesting phenomena taking place in our 
daily living. He goes on to show how the 
traditional and liberal approach to solving 
our community and national problems has 
been exploited — or can be used by the 
Reds. “Getting the other fellow’s point of 
view” and arriving at no conclusions. 

For instance ... we Americans are 
addicted to the “committee approach.” Cer- 
tainly this is a good way to handle a prob- 
lem but when it evolves into absolving the 
individual from making necessary decisions 
it weakens his sense of responsibility. 
And so on. 


T ue antidote to all this has been 
suggested by not only Mr. Hunter, but by 
your teachers, parents and religious author- 
ities. It is simply this: the development of 
character. And the development of charac- 
ter means the marshalling of a set of con- 
victions based on truth, not fancy or. fad. 

For the Catholic this means grounding 
himself in his Faith. Mr. Hunter, Douglas 
Hyde, Louis Budenz, J. Edgar Hoover and 
many others acquainted with the situation 
say that whenever the Reds have failed in 
their brainwashing methods, it has always 
been with individuals who have a strong 
religious faith—therefore convictions. These 
individuals, while they may have wavered 
for a moment or so, nevertheless had such 
a solid sense of rijht and wrong, so deep a 
set of convictions that all brainwashing 
methods proved ridiculous.

Olympic Hopefuls 


I HE Ol ics in far off Australia constitute 
the I sports asm of the moment. Perhaps, it might 
be appropriate to list those. men and women from 
Catholic schools who have been, are, or will be com- 
peting for the United States in world competition. 
Track is generally considered the main event in 
the Olympics. We'll start with the so-called thinclads. 


Ken Bantum, from Jamaica, N.Y., is a student at 
Manhattan College and is a shot putter. He won a 
berth in the Olympic trials wtih a toss of 59-feet, 
1%-inches. He is one of three people to ever throw 
the iron ball 60-feet or better. The current N.C.A.A. 
champ in his specialty, Bantum was a football end 
in high school. 

John Bennett, broad jumper, is a graduate of 
Marquette University, the class of 1954. He is a former 
N.C.A.A. and AA.U. champ, and he tied for first in 
the final Olympic trials with a leap of 25-feet, 8%- 
inches. 

Harold Connolly, hammer throw, is a 1953 gradu- 
ate of Boston College. A teacher by occupation, he 
threw the hammer 218-feet, 104a5jnches in October 
for a new world’s record. 

Tom Cgurtney, 800 meters, is a 1955 graduate 
of Fordham, who is currently serving in the US.

SCROLLS AND BIBLE 


Baruer Roland E. Murphy, O.Carm. 
head of Catholic University’s department of 
Semitic and Egyptian Languages and Lit- 
erature, has prepared a small but pithy 
book styled The Dead Sea Scrolls and the 
Bible (Newman Press, Westminster, Md. 
$1.50). 

It summarizes the story of the scrolls 
——the discovery of the first of them in 1947, 
the gradual recognition of their genuine- 
ness and exceptional importance, the de- 
ciphering of their contents, and the theor- 
izing concerning the ancient community 
which produced them. 

Thereafter there is discussed their 
meaning for Scripture studies, both Old and 
New Testaments. It is the two chapters 
which treat of this which give the book 
special importance. 

Father Murphy shows, on the evidence, 
that the scrolls contain nothing to suggest 
that Christianity is a derivative of a sect, 
a creed, and a discipline which existed be- 
fore Christ. But he also indicates that al- 
lusions, vocabulary, figures of speech found 
in the New Testament and in the scrolls 
argue that Christ was well aware of the 
religious thought of the time and used it to 
His unique purpose, 

This little book is forthright and co- 
gent, a valuable contribution to the litera- 
ture on the subject. 


SOVIET CLOSE-UP 


In The Big Thaw (Harper & Bros., 
New York, $4), C. L. Sulzberger of the 
New York Times, considers changes within 
the Soviet Union and in its handling of the 
captive nations since the death of Stalin. 
Naturally, his book is not strictly up-to- 
date. For since its completion there have 
been tremendous developments in Hungary. 

Actually, there is nothing much here 
concerning Hungary. Mr. Sulzberger visit- 
ed it, as he did the other Iron Curtain 
countries in the past couple of years. But 
from his visit there resulted, so far as this 
book is concerned, only an interview with 
Rakosi and another with an athlete. And 
he actually says that Hungary is more sub- 
servient to Moscow than Poland! 

But even though the rush of events has 
made obsolete some of this material, most 
of it still has point. The work of an exper- 
ienced and thoughtful observer of the in- 
ternational scene, it gives us something to 
chew on as we consider the monstrous 
problem of the Soviet place and power in 

orld. 

ez On qa smaller scale and much better 
written is Truman Capote’s The Muses Are 
Heard (Random House, Inc., New York, $3), 
which tells of the “Porgy and Bess” com- 
pany’s expedition into the U.S.S.R. v@e 
trip has been pictured to us as a kind o 
cultural and even political triumph for our 
country.

Looking and Listening — 


Some Recent Ratings JOHN E. FITZGERALD ., 


In TALKING to groups and individuals I often 
find much misunderstanding exists about the Legion of 
Decency ratings. We'll discuss the Legion at another 
time, but let’s just go over the idea of their ratings 
right now. . 

The misunderstanding I encounter often sums it- 
self up in a sentence: “The Legion said this was A-l 
and I thought it stunk!” : ; 

It’s a simple case of both parties being right. 

The problem lies with the viewer misunderstand- 
ing the Legion’s rating to be a recom- 
mendation as to artistic quality rath- 
er than possible moral harmfulness. 

In other words, words you've 
probably heard dozens of times be- 
fore, the Legion provides a prudential 
guide for the faithful in forrmng their 
consciences as to the possible moral 
harm in a particular film. The cate- 
gory A-1 merely means that it is 
morally harmless for all; A-II means 
it’s harmless morally but certain ele- 
ments in the film appear unsuitable 
for children. The B category is a 
warning that there may be a moral 
danger to the viewer because of certain reasons listed 
when the film is first classified. Class C, of course, 
means a film is condemned and therefore, because of 
moral reasons, unworthy of your patronage. 

Today’s as good a time as any to look over some 
recent films. Note well though that: 1) These are 
opinions on the artistic and entertainment value of tk= 
films: and 2) These are my own opinions which may 
differ from yours. In such case you can always reply 
de gustibus non disputandum est which roughly trans- 
lated becomes “Aw, yer taste is all in yer mouth!” 

And. as Cecil B. DeMille (or is it Jackie Gleason) 
says: “Awaaay we go!” 

FRIENDLY PERSUASION (Allied Artists; A-I) 
Gary Cooper and Dorothy McGuire head a happy 
Quaker family through humorous peacetime problems 
and difficult decisions of conscience when the Civil 
War challenges their religious beliefs and way of living. 
Excellent. 

EVERYTHING BUT THE TRUTH (Universal-In- 
ternational; A-I) Tiny Tim Hovey recruits Maureen 
O’Hara and John Forsythe to back up his right to 
junior jurisprudential veracity. Cute. 


THE BESPOKE OVERCOAT (British, Geo. K. 
Arthur; A-I) A short little story about poverty, resig- 
nation and human dignity based on the Gogol story 
The Overcoat. A beautiful little vignette.
